Refuses Comment. 

For. this reason. their letter to 

Colonel Bugg asking for a definite 


statement as to his attitude toward | 


the board was dispatched, Colonel 
Bugg refused to comment upon the 
request or to disclose details of the 
letter. 

W. W. Croxton, passenger traffic 
manager for the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic, indicated Thurs- 
day night that Colonel Bugg is still 
negotiating. with the board of media- 
Mr. Croxton could not say 
what. position Colonel Bugg will 
take in the matter.

Service Resumed. 

Colonel Bugg announced Thurs- 
day that partial freight and pas- 
senger service will be resumed be-

Dusseldorf, With the .Allied Army 


of Occupation, March 10.—The chil- 
dren of Dusseldorf have found a 
new three-ring circus, and thou- 
sands of new playfellows. The old- 
er folks have found a new police 
force on the job. Except for that, 
Dusseldorf today is the Dusseldorf 
of a week ago, minding its own 
business, working hard, engrossed 
in the humdrum of ordinary life. 

There was no need to send out 
weary pickets into the outlying dis- 
tricts of this region asa precaution 
against hindrance by the popula- 
ion of any of the new army’s ma- 
neuvers. The public, aside from a 
healthy respect for the army and 
its sinister weapons, has phlegmat- 
ically accepted the troops as a new 
burden, but One that must be borne. 
There is no spir{t of fight here. 

German children are playing, 
morning and afternoon, in the 
Rathaus courtyard, where’the Bel- 
gians are quartered. They are al- 
ready on the friendliest of terms 
with the men from across the bor- 
der, and they thoroughly enjoy the 
military pageantry. 

An incongruous note is found at 
Duisberg, where was a company 
of Peilus bedded down comfortably 
in the Rathaus. Above them hung 
a memorial tablet inscribed to the 
memory of those German soldiers 
who lost their lives in the great 
war. 

For the rest, it is sometimes 
amusing to see the zealous alacrity 
with which some of the former 
German officers snap to fulfill the 
wishes of “invading” officers. 


Police Co-operate. 


The French immediately * upon 
their arrival set themselves to the 
task of breaking up the auxiliary 
police organizations, which have 
quite disappeared from the streets 
of the three occupied cities. The 
regular police are now co-operat- 
ing -completely with the _ allied 
guards, and there is no clash of au- 
thority.

here Dorsey was asked to come to 

t his passengers upon the night 
on which he was shot. 

Charley Williams was held at the 
city police station on a_ blanket 
charge of suspicion, while Fd Wil- 
liams and Armstrong were taken 
to the Tower and are being held 
upon order of Solicitor Boykin. 


Theory of Officials. 


The theory upon which Officials 
are working is that the Williams 
brothers, who are alleged to be 
whisky runners, went to the coun- 
try to get some liquor and that 
when they returned to the city de- 
eided that their own car. which 
is supposed to have been used on 
the trip, was too muddy to be used 
in delivery of liquor, so they tele- 
phoned to the Taxi Cab company for 
a car. 

When Dorsey arrived on the 
scene, officers believe, he recozg- 
nized the Williams brothers and 
they recognized him, as they Were 
childhood friends, it is said. Dor- 
sey, according to investigaging. of- 
ficers,, is thought to have fefused 
to haul the whisky and the broth- 
ers are believed to have thought 
it inadvisable to let him return to 
the city with the knowledge he had 
gotten from them for the reason 
that the Williams brothers recently 
had accused John Dorsey, a brother 
of the taxi driver. of taking their 
whisky. John Dorsey is now in 
the Tower on a liquor charge. 

Trouble with John Dorsey an: 
fear that Charley Dorsey would in- 
form unon them, is the motive for 
the killing, according to the-.arrest- 
ine officers.

RED SOVIET RING. 
GRIPS PETROGRAD 


Trotzky Forces Grimly 
Clutch New Revolution 
by Throat and Battle for 
Supremacy. 


London, March 10.—Refugees from 
Petrograd,.arriving by scores at 
Heisingfors, report that the soviet 
forces have drawn a red ring around 
Petrograd, effectually preventing en- 
trance. or exit from the beleaguered 
rebel city. 

In the meantime, a few of the fort- 
resses over wiich.the white flag of 
the new revolutio# has waved for 
several days, have fallen before the 
artillery attack of new red armies 
rushed from Moscow. 

Kronstadt still holds out -against 
the sodViet, however. Two deter- 
mined attempts to storm the fort- 
ress-port have failed. The first was 
easily repulsed, the communist 
troops making little headway. The 
secund and more powerful assault 
was delivered over treacherous ice, 
and the defenders permitted the on- 
coming ftfoops to approach clese tu 
the wall efore replying. Then, as 
the reds/ pressed on in close forma- 
tian, the rebels mowed them down. 
SeVen hundred, according to reypurts 
of this battle, were either kilied or 
drowned in the attempt to capture 
the stronghold. 

Thousands of exiles, watching the 
battle put up by the anti-soviet 
groups and reading the reports of 
the flaming up of hatred against the 
soviet regime in far-away Russian 
towns, are preparing to swarm back 
to Russia as soon as the way is 
elear. Alexander Kerensky, leader 
of the first revolution and opponent 
of the second, is jubilant, confident 
that the predictions he m two 
years ago are about to be f ed. 

“The revolt thus far,” he _ said, 
“has followed the cycle of 1917. 
It sprang from identical conditions 
—famine and political tyranny. I be- 
lieve it is the beginning of the 
end for the reds.” 

Kerensky admitted, however, that 
the ultimate success of the new rev- 
Olution depends on “feeding Petro- 
grad,” since that city draws its en- 
‘tire food supply from the south. 
Other sources—the northern border 
states, or the allies—must be found 
to supply the now lacking needs. 

Other diplomats hesitate to ven- 
ture any prediction as to the success 
of the coup. pointing out that Trot- 
sky has well armed, wel] fed. well 
clothed troops upon which he can 
rely.

“We have just received a report 
of a case of a man employed by a 
transfer company,*who was injured 
by a railroad engine, Under the 
law this man will receive his com- 
pensation from the ‘insurance car- 
ried by the transfer company and 
at the same time will retain his 
right of action against the railroad 
company,” said Mr. Stanley. “Al- 
though insurance companies may 
have clauses subrogating this right 
of suit against the injuring corpo- 
ration, such clauses are not valid.”

developed into a fight against pri- 
vately-owned public utilities in 
general Thursday night, when ap- 
proximately 500 men and women 
gathered at the Baptist Tabernacle 
to hear advocates of municipal 
ownership elucidate its advan- 
tages. 

Before dispersing, the crowd 
adopted resolutions presented by 
representatives of the West End 
Public Utilities association indors- 
ing municipal ownership of the 
gas plant, and providing for the 
appointment of a committee of 
eleven, ‘consisting of one member 
from each ward, to perfect plans 
for a series of further community 
meetings. One nay was heard 
when City Attorney James L. May- 
son, who presided, put the resolu- 
tions to a vote. 

“Thoroughly Protestant.” 


The event had been announced as 
a general protest meeting. Judge 
W. A. Covington, of Moultrie, op- 
posed the rate of practically every 
public service except elevators and 
revolving’ doors. W. E. Hairston, 
president of the Edgewood Pro- 
gressive club, called the Georgia 
Railway’ and Power company a 
blood-sucking octopus. Mayor Key 
condemned the power company, and 
poked fun at it for half an hour. 
In addition, he called The Constitu- 
tion a nuisance, and declared the 
nuisance laws should be enforced 
against it. In fact, the meeting 
was thoroughly protestant in all its 
phases. 

The. meeting was called to order 
by Mr. Hairston, who declared that 
“the meeting was held for the pur- 
ose of emancipatinge the people 
ffom an octopus.” He introduced 
Mr. Mayson, who spoke briefly, 
and presented Mayor Key as the 
first speaker. 


Declared Statewide. 


_ “The movement in the state look- 
ing forward to the public owner- 
Ship of certain public utilities has 
been going on for some time,’ the 
mayor said. “To night I congratu- 
late you upon this splendid mani- 
festation of interest in that dis- 
tinctly progressive program.” 

The mayor said that the public 
is being required to pay dividends 
on watered stock issued by the 
power company. He compared the 
Atlanta-gas rate, at present $1.90 
per thousand cubic feet, with that 
of Richmond, which is $1.30. The 
Richmond plant, he said, has been 
owned by the city since several 
years before the civil war. 

“Under the general law sn Geor- 
gia a municipality can issue bonds 
not to exceed 7 per cent of its tax- 
ation valuations, but by special leg- 
islation Atlanta has the authority to 
issue bonds in any amount voted 
by the people. We can buy the 
gas plant, the electric power plant 
and the street railway system, and 
we are going to do it.” 

Mayor Key stated that the pres- 
ent need is legislative authority to 
municipalities to condemn publie 
utilities and pay the owners a dol- 
lar-for-dollar price for them. 

He thanked various leaders in the 
movement, including Marion Jack- 
son, John J. Eagan, Judge Coving- 
ton, Mr. Mayson, Mr. Hairston and 
Dr. L. N. Huff. Dr. Huff, at whose 
invitation Judge Covington address- 
ed the meeting, occupied a seat on 
the rostrum.

FIVE OIL TANKS 
FYPLODE IN FIRE 


Brooklyn Plant of Stand- 
ard Oil Scene of Second 
Disastrous Fire as Oil 
Containers Burn. 


New York, March 10.—Fire broke 
out today in the/Standard Oil com- 
pany’s plant {n the Greenpoint sec- 
tion of Brook , which, more than 
& year ago was the scene of one of 
the biggest oil fires in the histor® 
of the city. Four tanks, were re- 
ported-to have exploded, endanger- 
ing others. Two alarms had been 
sounded by noon and ambulances 
summoned. Police reserves were 
called from five stations. 

The plant, known as the Sone and 
Fleming works, covers a large area. 
Efforts to draw off the oil from 
other tanks were made when the 
wind seemed to be blowing the 
flames toward them. Thousands of 
persons began flocking to the scene, 
attracted by a heavy smoke screen 
that rolled down on the city. 

Shortly after noon five tanks in 
all had exploded, In each case there 
was a dull boom, but no concussion. 
The fire started in a crude oil still, 
in which the liquid is heated, and 
vaporized. The flames soon leaped 
to surrounding tanks, 

The fire which swept this area 
more than a year ago burned for 
several days, causing a loss of sev- 
eral millions. More than thirty 
large oil tanks exploded, spraying 
factories and other buildings in the 
vicinity, several of which were de- 
stroyed, 

Each of the five flaming tanks 
held 25,000 gallons of oil. The fire 
seemed under control at 1:30 o’clock, 
but was still burning fiercely.

Georgia pro- 
duced four international Srand 
champion hogs recently, and also 
produced the international grand 
champion bull in 1919.”

SCIENCES ON THE FARM. 


There was a time when the gen- 
eral run of active rutalists had 
little use for books and held that 
academic education had no place 
on the farm. 

The ‘‘book-farmer,’ as the edu- 
cated tiller of the soil was called, 
was held in dignified contempt. 
But all of that is rapidly chang- 
ing; and the rule now is that the 
first ambition of the farmer is to 
see that his sons and daughters 
are given courses in the agricul- 
tural college or some other insti- 
tution of higher education as a 
means of equipping them for ca- 
reers either on the farm or else- 
where. 

As the world advances, agricul- 
ture with it, the fact that a knowl- 
edge of the sciences is a neces- 
Sary prerequisite to the most 
highly successful farming is be- 
coming more and more generally 
recognized, even by the farmers 
themselves who weré denied the}+ 
opportunity to attain such prepara- 
tion. 

Some one asked John Bur- 
roughs, the great naturalist, “what 
use is a botany course to a boy 
planning to be a farmer?” And 
the answer, as Mr. Burroughs gave 
it in his daily “Nature Notes,” 
was— 

“A farmer will 
weeds all his life, and if.he ex- 
pects to fight them with any suc- 
cess, he ought to know something of 
their nature. Latin names may not 
be helpful, but he needs to know 
what sorts are annual, biennial or 
perennial; their seasons and how 
they reproduce and in what length 
of time they mature seed; what 
sort of root growth they make, 
what conditions favor their spread 
and with this knowledge. he will 
have a guide how and when to 
fight.” 

So it is with the science of geol- 
ogy; of chemistry; of physics; of 
zoology, ornithology, entomology, 
etc.—each has direct bearing upon, 
and essentially enters into, the 
business of farming, and the more 
the farmer knows about it the 
greater is his ability to apply his 
knowledge in a practical way, and, 
therefore, the better he is equipped 
for his business. 

And, in addition to that, there is 
a value in knowledge of the sci- 
ences that canont be computed in 
terms of money, nor of so-called 
“successful farming.” 

It is the value that is measured 
only by the personal enjoyment 
that comes from intimacy with 
Nature. 

In other words, to the man or 
woman who knows nothing of geol- 
ogy, a rock or a stratified sand- 
bank is simply a rock or a bank of 
sand; but to the geologist it con- 
tains the history of ages. Just as 
the cotton boll or the corn tassel 
is something more than a‘ mere 
physical characteristic of a field 
crop to the farmer who knows his 
botany, so is the oriole or the 
beetle something more than merely 
a bird or a bug to him who is con- 
versant with his ornithology and 
entomolgy.

‘Co-Operation Can 
Solve the Problem 


Of Low-Price Cotton 


Editor Constitution: The central 


idea of the California marketing 
plan for farm products is to pool 
together enough percentage of any 
one crop, by a binding contract of 
a. sufficient number of growers of 
the crop to dominate the market 
situation to that extent to approxi- 
inate a stabilzed price—to set up a 
central agency with absolute power 
of sale of half or more of the en- 
tire crop. 

An agency clothed with such a 
control, of say two-thirds, of any 
commodity crop, oil, oranges or cot- 
ton, would certainly be most pow: 
erful. 

Co-operative marketing contem- 
Plates to cut out unnecessary waste 
and profits, to eliminate the spec- 


ulator and fix a direct route from 
grower to mill. The right criterion 
of the true value of raw cotton 
ought to be what the finishd prod- 
ucts of cotton are worth to the 
consuming public, less a fair com- 
pensation to necessary distributors. 
Now, if the grower could sell di- 
rect to the mill, and retain for him- 
self that proportion of what the 
public does pay for cotton goods 
less a fair profit to retailer, whole- 
saler, mill and@ transportation, then 
the price of raw cotton would ap- 
proach much closer the price of 
finished cotton goods. 

For instance, a four and a quar- 
ter yard of chreviot at 15 cents, is 
worth 64 cents per pound, if you 
allow 20 cents profit to retailer, 10 
per cent to wholesaler, 25 per cent 
to the miller, the menos 45 per 
cent is 28% cents, a that rightly 
belongs to the grower. Why in the 
name of common sense can’t he get 
that proportion, if he sets up the 
be yh kind of business machine to 
sell his cotton?

Why jail up a little 
negro shooting craps for a nickel 
and countenance a machine that in- 
volves a whole people's business 
welfare in the grasp of speculation, 
a mill that grinds out injustice 
for the less expert. he farmer 
must employ good business in sell- 
ing as in prducing and co-opera- 
tive marketing is the only way for 
him to do it....By combination he 
can employ expert men and meth- 
ods, use system, efficiency and con- 
vert individual weakness into con- 
Ssummate strength. . If the cotton 
growers could retain the proper pro- 
portion of the réal value of cotton, 
the south would in time become 
the richest section of the world. 
“That no man liveth to himself,” is 
written in many. ledgers at this 
time. Co-operation is the solution. 
Home supplies first, reduced cotton 
acreage next. to get back to nor- 
mal, then establish co-operative 
marketing for future crops.

The Constitution Never 
“Misrepresents: Here, 
For Instance, Are the Files 


Our’ esteemed contemporary, The 
Atlanta Evening Georgian, has the 
following editorial statement in its 
edition of yesterday: 

“AN ERROR THAT REALLY 
MAKES NO DIFFERENCE. 

“In its paean of self-praise which 
took up a good part of The Consti- 
tution’s first page this morning, that 
great organ of uplift made a slight 
error. 

“The Constitution has it that The 
Georgian and The Journal at the 
start opposed the bond issue and 
called upon council to stand by the 
emergency tax levy as the only wey 
to meet the situation. 

“The Georgian’s impression is that 
this statement of The Journal’s po- 
sition is.incorrect; certainly it is a 
misstatement of The Georgian’s ex- 
rressed opinion when the subject 
tirst was broached, which was that 
the main thing was to ‘get the 
money, either by bonds or by tax.’ 

“The Constitution is simply in er- 
ror again, but it really doesn’t make 
any difference.” 

The Constitution very cheerfully 
acknowledged yesterday the cordial 
co-operation of The Georgian in sup- 
port of the bond issue after it had 
receded from its original contention 
that The Constitution’s position on 
bonds was unwise, and after it had 
approved Mayor Key’s recommenda- 
ticn of an emergency tax levy of 
$1.70 as the best way out of the dif- 
ficulty confronting the city when 
council was preparing this year’s 
bLudget. 

We have no disposition to get into 
a controversy with our contempo- 
rary on this subject, for we wish 
again to impress upon it the fact 
that The Constitution as well as the 
public appreciates the united sup- 
port of all newspapers and of al! 
clements—this serving to put the 
bond issue over by such an ovc>- 
whelming vote. 

No Misrepresentation. 

In order, however, that it may be 
made clear that The Constitution 
has not misrepresented its contem- 
porary, we reproduce ane editorial 
from the issue of The Georgian of 
date January 6, 1921, this being at 
the time The Constitution was lead- 
ing the fight single-handed and 
alone for the bond issue to rais- 
$8,850,000 at a tax rate of $1.50 as 
against the proposal of a tax rate of 
$1.70 which would yield only $1,250,- 
000. 

The Georgian then said: 

“THE BEST AND QUICKEST 
WAY TO A GREAT END. 

“There are two routes along which 
Atlantans may proceed to. relieve 
the pressing necessities of their 


schools. First, they may submit to 
a tax increase, for the specific pur- 


| 


pose of remedying the situation; or, 
second, they may vote bonds. To get 
from the current revenues even a 
fraction of the money needed is 
wholly out of the question. All 
parties are agreed upon that. 

“The Georgian believes the quick- 
est, surest and most business.ike 
way to meet -this’ situation is 
through an increased tax rate, as 
suggested by the mayor. 

“The* matter is, to be sure, quite 
debatable. There is much to be said 
in favor of bonds, just as there is 
much to be said in favor of an in- 
creaséd tax rate; but, on the whole, 
The Georgian believes the argu- 
ments in favor of the latter are the 
weightiest and should control us in 
making up our minds.... 

“The proposed increased tax rate, 
for the specific purpose proclaimed, 
seems to The Georgian the most in- 
telligent, the most conclusive and 
the quickest way to the sunlight 
again.” 

Again Urges Tax. 

Later on, under date of January 
17. The Georgian again in a contro- 
versial attack upon The Constitu- 
tion's position that a $1.70 emergen- 
cy tax rate was unthinkable waoen 
the end sought coulg be so much 
better reached by a bond issue that 
would meet all of Atlanta’s emer- 
gent improvement needs giving the 
echoo!s $4,000,000 instead of $1,000,- 
000 and at a tax rate of only $1.50, 
had. the following editorial: 
“GET THE MONEY OUR 
SCHOOLS SO BADLY NEED. 

“Tre Georgian believes that Mayor 
Key’s recommendation of an emer- 
gency tax of sufficient size to re- 
lieve the school situation is a bet- 
ter way out of that particular dif- 
ficulty than the proposed million- 
dollar bond issue. 

“There is a great deal] to be said 
on both sides, of course. The Geor- 
gian’s opinion is worth only what it 
is worth. : eee 

“The main thing: to do is to GET 
THE MONEY, as The Georgian said 
Saturday, that we may remedy the 
most distressing and disheartening 
condition in Atlanta today, i. e., the 
school situation. 

“The Georgian is of the opinion 
that there are very many Atlantans 
who do not YET realize the acute 
and pressing needs of this city for 
far-reaching and immediate civic 
improvement. 

“The Georgian thinks it would be 
a very wise thing for the city of 
Atlanta to take this school situa- 
tion immediately and firmly in hand, 
tax itself to the exact and precise 
extent necessary to relieve it, and 
thereby ELIMINATE it as a fretting 
and vexing thing in our progress.” 

But—what’s the use! 

We are all happy at the over- 
whelming approval of the bond is- 
sue and everybody is appreciative of 
the good work done by all three of 
the Atlanta daily newspapers, and 
by every other newspaper publica-

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SAVED FROM BLINDNESS, 

I have carefully studied the de- 
tailed reports of several cases of 
alleged restoration of eyesight to 
the blind through some freak heal- 
er’s trick or through an alleged 
miracle and the result has proved 
disappointing. It is a curious fact 
that even a slight improvement in 
the vision of an individual whose 
vision is impaired is haled with 
great acclaim as a miraculous ac- 
complishment if the improvement 
is associated with any freak meth- 
od of healing or miracle worker, 
whereas when such improvement 
occurs under conventional medical 
treatment nobody thinks it worthy 
of more than passing interest. The 
public loves to be humbugged, and 
no mistake. When humbug is con- 
cerned, the victim will cordially 
and cheerfully exaggerate the most 
trivial improvement into the most 
extraordinary miracle. I quote the 
following passages from a letter 
from a reader, not because the 
reader conveys any extraordinary 
news, but because it is rather un- 
conventional for a patient to recite 
his experiences so vividly when 
the treatment has been the routine 
treatment employed by the ordinary 
every day physician, 
Dear Sir: 

In 1901 I began to notice that 
my vision appeared to be blurred, 
but at the time I did not suspect 
cataract, although my mother had 
been afflicted to permanent blind- 
ness tn that way. I had for many 
years been compelled to use my 
eyes under gas and electric lights, 
and when the trouble increased I 
decided to consult an oculist. Yet 
I did not do so for a whole year; 
meantime my sight was slowly but 
surely becoming weaker. 

I consulted ... who operated up- 
on the left eye, which was much 


more obscured than the other. In 
fact, I was “ripe” as the oculjst 
said. 

The results were simply ideal. Of 
course, I was anxious to have the 
right eye operated on also, but the 
doctor advised me to wait. I took 
his advise, going to him for exam- 
ination at stated intervals. The 
operation on the left eye was done 
in 1905, so you see a considerable 
time had elapsed since I had first 
noticed the failing sight. 

In one of your articles you re- 
ferred to a “second operation” on 
the eve, meaning, I suppose, what 
is called “needling.” This was car- 
ried out in my case and seemed to 
help things along wonderfully. 

My experience, like those of sev- 
eral others of my acquaintance sim- 


ilarlv afflicted, show that cataract 
operations are rightly included in 
minor surgery, and provided the 
patient is in at least fairly good 
physical condition he will emerge | 
restored to satisfactory eyesight 
with the aid of the proper glasses. 

The rpin of an operation {s nil 
because of the perfect action of the 
local anesthetic employed, and in- 
deed the “needling,” if done, is the 
only time when one can feel the 
surgeon at work, and then only 
Slightly. 

Let me again commend your ar- 
ticles about cataract for their lu- 
cidity and frankness, showing an 
evident knowledge of the subject 
and a sincerity of purpose.

Washington, March 10.—(Special.) 
If President Harding’s message has 
failed to give any European. coun- 
try or group of nations that assur- 
ance which it looked for, it is not 
less patent that Americans can es- 
timate one consequence of recent 
events in Europe without difficulty. 
The German manouevre to separate 
France and Great Britain, the man- 
ouevre which, in a very large meas- 
ure has comprehended German pol- 
icy for the past two years, having 
signally failed at London, the sin- 
gle hope that remains to the Ger- 
mans of avoiding the consequences 
of their war and defeat must be 
found in the United States. 

Events at London have disclosed 
the restored solidarity of the Anglo- 
French entente. The very absurdity 
of German proposals, the insolence 
which preceded them in the German 
domestic campaign and the stupid- 
ity with which they were presented 
at London has deprived the Ger- 
man of the chance of exploiting the 
British desire to get back to busi- 
ness, to preserve and expand the 
continental markets. Whatever 
Lloyd George may desire, Germany 


has given him no @hoice and he has 
been obliged to stand squarely with 
the French, 

For the present, then, Germany 
has suffered a tremendous defeat. 


She has disarmed her champions in 
Great Britain, who were rather ad- 
vocates of peace than friends of 
Germany. The voices which have 
been steadily raised in the United 


Kingdom for moderation in dealing 


with Germany, for reduced empha- 
sis on facts of the war and greater 
attention to the necessities of the 
still incomplete peace have gone si- 
lent in the face of a revelation of 
the German mind and spirit, which 
is unmistakable. 
Germany’s Biggest Hope. 

But this is not by any means a 
final disaster for the German. His 
real hope, at all times, has lain in| 
the United States and with the new 
administration. What he hopes is 
that he will be able to exploit Amer- 
ican desire to find markets for 
American products, to find markets 
on the continent and in Germany, 
will more and more powerfully 
operate to set the United States 
against France and against Britain 
and bring us to support Germany. 

Even before the London confer- 
ence, perhaps in a measure due te 


the realization that the Harding ad- 
ministration was unlikely to s2¢ek to 
restore any portion of the Wilson 
program of American’ solidarity 
with Burope, the French and the 
British have been drawing together. 
Today Anglo-French relations are 
closer than at any moment since the 
opening of the peace conference. But 
if the German can use this fact to 
arouse American resentment, he will 
gain rather than lose and exactly 


| war and 


this is what he is aiming at now. 
The next step in the German game 

is American rather than European. 

His propaganda, his activities have! 


been disclosed in recent weeks and 
felt for many months, working to 
embroi! the United States with 
Great Britain. His efforts to dis- | 
credit France is, after all, more or! 
less of an incident. His real hope. | 
his real chance of escaping from | 
his European situation must be 
found in aiding and abetting in 
the creation of an Anglo-American 
feud. 

His game now is quite to be com- 
pared with the purpose revealed in 
the hour when we were about to 


din 


enter the world wi, when he 
sought to involve us with Japan 
and with Mexico, promising them 
our border and Pacific lands. His 
campaign will be directed at stim- 
ulating in every possible manner 
every circumstance and detail of 
Anglo-American rivalry. He  be- 
lieves that the war has made the 
United States the real rival of Great 
Britain and that quite consciously 
the United States is now seeking to 
replace Britain. 

He calculates, all the German 
comment shows the hope and the 
expectation, that we shall find our- 
selves more and more in conflict 


commercially with the British. He 
reckons, too, that we shall find 
more and more domestic necessity 
for the obtaining of foreign mar- 
kets for our cotton, for our food- 
stuffs and raw materials. He be- 
lieves that Germany can provide 
the market and offer to the United 
States that attractive field for in- 
vestment which will make us more 
and more interested in protecting 
the German against his creditors 
and thus against the consequences 
of his defeat. 

Intense Propaganda Campaign. 

Toward this end all Germa propa- 
ganda in this country and in Europe 
is already directed. It will be di- 


rected with even greater intensity 
now that the German hag lost his 
gamble in Europe and reunited the 
alliance against him. We are once 
more in the situation which obtain- 
ed in the months t!{mmediately fo!- 
lowing the outbreak of the world 
preceding the Lusitania 
massacre, when the German labored 
to embroil us with Great Britain. 
Then the chance of victory in the 
Furonean war was contingent upon 
American policy. Had we pressed 
the British, had we resorted to an 
embargo, as a consequence of 
British naval policies, the German 
would have won the war. 

Today, if events, interpreted and 
amplified by German agencies, 
shall place us in the position of the 
defender of Germany against her 
victims, Germany can still win the 
Peace, escape the heavier conse- 
quences of defeat, shift from. Ger- 
man to French and Belgian shou!- 
ders the burdens of her own deva: - 
tations and destructions, If sh: 
can persuade us to back her, firs’ 
financially and then politically, the 
worst consequences of 1918 will be 
avoided. 

Henceforth the real play is, then. 
in the United States, so far as the 
German is concerned. He will con- 
tinue to labor to separate French- 
man from Briton, but this is a si«de 
show, his real effort will be to ex- 
ploit our commercial aspirations. 
our domestic and foreign necessi- 
ties to the end that at last, weary 
of the disorder and chaos in Eu- 
rope, which the Germany will stead- 
ily explain as the result of allied 
extortion and imperialism, our gov- 
ernment, under domestic pressure, 
will speak up on behalf of the 
German. 


Once more, then, as In 1914 and 
1915, we are in for a terrific do- 


mestic campaign, conducted on be- 
half of a foreign nation and with 
the deliberate purpose to embro!! 
us with our recent associates in the 
world war, without regard to Amer- 
ican interests and even at the frank 
sacrifice of these interests. This is 
the next step after London and it is

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MOSER URGES ADOPTION 
OF TEXAS COTTON PLAN 


Govern6? Wellborn Answers 
Criticisms Aimed at Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. 


Formation of a co-operative cot- 
ton marketing organization in Texas, 
which contemplates the control of 
1,000,000 bales this year, was ex- 
plained in detail by S. C. Moser, sec- 
retary of the Texas Farm Bureau 
federation, at the Thursday after- 
noon session of the Georgia Farm 
Bureau federation at the Piedmont 


hotel. He urged the formation of a 
Similar body in this state. 

Ironclad contracts, he explained, 
bind the cotton farmers to sell their 
crop to the marketing agency, which 
is a corporation without capital, and 
run at cost. The cotton received is 
pooled, according to the needs of 
the spinners and eliminating specu- 
lative pools, and the sale value of 
the pool is distributed pro 
among those contributing 
Agencies and warehouses are being 
organized in Texas to handle the 
crop, and it is expected that $209;000 
will be devoted to marketin the 
crop in that state this year. 

Mr. Moser said in five months the 
Texas Farm Bureau had gained 40,- 
000 members, and the budget expen- 
diture for this year exceeds $500.- 
090. Co-operative marketing of to- 
matoes in Texas, he said, had re- 
cently proved very successful, and 
the farmers were enthusiastic about 
the possibilities of applying the plan 
to cotton. 

Marketing Arrangement, 

He emphasized the thought that 
the co-operative marketing organi- 
zation does not plan to “hold up 
the crop and starve the world for 
high prices.” It is purely a market- 
ing arrangement, he stated, designed 
to bring the farmer the value of 
his crop, and to bring him better 
returns by giving him the profits 
now often made by speculators and 
middlemen. 

M. B. Wellborn, governor of the 
Atlanta Federal Reserve bank, spoke 
at the afternoon session, and an- 
swered a number of criticisims oft- 
én aimed at the federal reserve 
system by the farmers. Greater help 
could not be given the farmers, he 
said, because only 153 of the 723 
*banks of the state are members of 
the system. Financial help was in- 
directly given through non-member 
banks, he said, but the federal re- 
serve banks could not help as much 
in this way as they might have 
done had they been able to give 
direct aid, 

“Credit has not been deflated by 
the federal reserve banks,”’ he de- 
clared in reply to common charges 
of this practice in the last few 
—— “It has expanded decided- 
y. 

$225,000,000 Loans. 


“The federal reserve banks hav- 
ing surplus funds extended accom- 
modations to federal reserve banks 
in agricultural and live stock dis- 
tricts by means of loans to them 
aggregating more than $225,000,000."’ 

This was during the period from 
January 23 to October 1, he ex- 
plained. He also contended that 
commodity prices fell last fall while 
the currency circulation was at the 
highest point ever reached in this 
country, and disproved the charge 
that contraction of currency by fed- 
eral reserve banks was responsible 
for the price declines. 

“The main cause for the existing 
condition of affaire is not inflation 
and contraction of the currency. It 
is the result of the world war,” he 
said. “I think it would be wise for 
those engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits to refrain from overproduction 
until business throughout the world 
assumes a more normal condition.” 

At the session this morning, 
James R. Howard, of Chicago, presi- 
dent of the American Warm Bu- 
reau federation, will speak. He was 
scheduled to speak yesterday, but 
was delayed in reaching this city. 
Election of officers will take place 
this morning, and the convention 
will take final adjournment tonight.

A good many of the roads, ac- 
cording to Chairman Clark, of the 
interstate commerce commission, 
are not even earning their operat- 
ing expenses. The average railroad, 
he: said, is paying out more than 
ninety per cent of its revenue for 
operating expenses, while in the case 
of many the remaining ten per cent 
does not evén begin to cover the 
fixed charge. 

Traffic is the lightest in propor- 
tion to mileage since 1907 and no 
great stimulus is possible until Eu- 
ropean markets are opened to Amer- 
ican grain. Only fifty-two per cent 
of last year’s crop has been moved, 
and much of that which has been 
moved has stopped in seaboard ware- 
houses. 

In this situation the operators of 
the railroads are now much better 
prepared for a drastic cure than is 
the public. It has been only a short 
time since the editor of the Railway 
Age, which speaks in the interests 
of the railroad owners, advocated 
the extensive buying of railroad 
stock by railroad employees. He 
pointed out how the unions of rail- 
way employees, by concentrating 
tow: rd that end, could, in a com- 
paratively short time, buy in cof- 
trol of the railroads, and he urged 
this course upon the unions. This 
wonld be radical doctrine, were it 
not for the fact that the dispens- 
ers of railroad securities are hunt- 
they 
can find it. 

Federal Corporation. 


A plan that is being given thought 
here by government officials who 
that future steps to relieve 
the railroad situation must depart 
from the old paths, is for the-for- 
mation of a federal railroad cor- 
poration to buy in railroad bonds 
or stocks as fast as they are offered 
by their present holders. 

This, they think, would result in 
the ownership of the railroads’ pass- 
ing into the government’s hands 
smoothly and easily, without the 
necessity of condemnation proceed- 
ings or forcible seizure. As _ rap- 
idly as the contro] of any road was 
achieved by the government, 
through possession of a majority 
of the stock, its operation would be 
turned over to the railroad admin- 
istration, which would then again 
have a rail job. There is some 
discussion of this being a job for 
Herbert Hoover. 

At the white house it was stated 
that President Harding had not yet 
given much attention to the rail- 
road situation. Nevertheless, sig- 
nificance was seen in Senator Cum- 
mins’ announcement after a con- 
ference with Harding Thursday that 
he will propose to the extra sessjon

Pending Developments. 

The forthcoming visit of former 
Premier Viviani on special mission 
and the return of Ambassador Davis 
from London are regarded as open- 
ing two important avenues of in- 
formation aside from those which 
the president is preparing on his 
own initiativa It would not sur: 
prise those who have been in closé 
touch with the situation if, in ad- 
dition, the president sent several 
representatives abroad within the 
next few weeks to make inquiries. 
In the natural course of events the 
report of such representatives would 
be expected to lead later to more 
formal negotiations. 

In such conferences as Mr. Har- 
ding has held with the secretary 
of state and congressional leaders 
only the more pressing 
problems are understood to have 

een considered. Such questions as 
the Panama-Costa Rica hostilities 
and the Colombian treaty have pret- 
ty well occupied the attention of 
the president and his advisers on 
foreign affairs.

LOOKED FOR 
AT MEETING 


New York, March 10.—The annual 
meeting of the intercollegiate rules 
committee for consideration of pro- 
posed changes in the playing code 
of 1921 will be held here tomor- 
row. Numerous suggestions  ad- 
vanced by coaches and other au- 
thorities in college football will be 
discussed. 

No indication regarding the ac- 
tion the committee may take has 
been given, but it is the general 
opinion that no radical changes will 
be made> Among the suggested 
changes in the rules are: 

That an extra period shall be 
played in. case the regulation game 
ends in a tie. 

That a forward pass, grounded 
behind the line of scrimmage, shall 
become a free ball 

That a game shall be based upon 
a certain number of plays instead 
of a certain number of minutes, as 
prevails at present. 

That after a safety has been 
scored play shall be resumed on the 
forty yard line instead of the twen- 
7. yard line according to existing 
rules. 

That the kick for goal after 
touchdown shall be eliminated. 

That numbering of players shall 
be compulsory. 

One or more changes may be 
made in the personnel] of the com- 
mittee which now comprises four- 
teen members. Of this number 
seven represent the older football 
playing colleges of the east and 
formed the basis of the rules com- 
mittee of yeafs ago. The other 
seven, named during efforts made 
to abolish a game a decade ago, 
represent in a general way the Na- 
~ sg Collegiate Athletic associa- 
tion.

EXPECTED IN FLORIDA 


Depertment of Agriculture 
Issues Report on Florida 


Vegetable Crops. 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON. 
Washington, March 10.—The 
United States department of azgri- 
culture today announced that re- 
ports from the Hastings section of 


Florida indicate that the season for 
potatoes will be very early, with a 
light movement beginning early in 
April, The acreage in that section 
is locally estimated to be around 
,000 acres. The present condition 
f the crop is reported excellent. 
Plantings {n the other sections of 
the slate will be proportionately 
light, aceording to a field report to 
the United States bureau of mar- 
kets, published also today, 
Reports from the east coast of 
Florida indicate a tomato acreage 
between 5,000 and 5,500 acres com- 
pared with 13,500 last season. If 
weather conditions are favorable a 
movement of approximately 2,50y 
cars is expected, with the peak of 
the movement about. March 15, 
shipments continuing In good vyvol- 
ume through April. The present 
shipments of about fifty cars per 
week show excellent quality and 
condition. The locally’ estimated 
acreage in the Moorehaven section 
is 2.000 to 2,200 acres, with the 
movement beginning April 15 to 20 


e Manatee section expects 

ve 3,000 to 3,500 acres in toma- 
toes. Recent heavy rains in that 
section will tend to delay the har- 
vest season. 

The movement of the Florida 
erop of golden, self-blanching .cel- 
ery was at its height the middle 
of February with a weekly move- 
ment of more than 300 cars. The 
yield: ts good, averaging between 
600 and 700 10-inch crates per acre.

DRASTIC SINGLE CUTS 
NN NAPPED COTTON 


New York, March 10.—A long 
expected revision in the prices of 
napped cotton for the’*fall of 1921 
was announced after the close of 
business today by the Amoskeag 
Manufacturing company. 

The new schedule reveals one of 
the most drastic single cuts ever 
known in goods of this character, 
declines usually taking place grad- 
ually. It was explained that the 
reduction was made in view of the 
radically changed outlook in raw 
cotton and the prospect of reduced 
production costs. 

_The reductions were from a basis 
374%c a yard for daisy cloth last 
year to 12%c net, this year, and 
on the widely Known 1921 cloth, 
from 35 to l12%c. These are net 
mill prices. 

On fabrics of this sort prices arp 
usually named about the first of 
each year. The delay was due to 
congested condition of stocks in 
jobbing and retail channels, which 
has been relieved by recent clear- 
ance sales.

New York, Margh 10.—Business 
on the stock excNange today was 
appreciably larger, and much more 
diversified than at any recent pe- 
riod, but the quicker pace was at- 
tended by further substantial de- 
preciation of quoted values.

Other incidents of the session, 
such as the February tonnage re- 
port of the United States Steel cor- 
poration, revealing another. large 
decrease of unfilled orders, were 
among the factors which played 
into the hands of the aggressive 
shot interests. 

Steels, railway equipments, ship- 
pings, coppers and Oils, the Eu- 
ropean issues excepted, were in- 
volved in the general reversal at 
declines of 1 to 4 points, as well as 
many specialties of no definite de- 
scription. 

Liquidation was at its height in 
the last hour, the busiest period of 
the day. Pressure against United 
States Steel and Pennsylvania was 
then most effective, those issues 
closing at net losses of 2 and 2% 
points, respectively.

DEFENSE NEARS CLOSE 
IN MATEWAN HEARING 


Williamson, W. Va., March 10.— 
There were indications today that 
the defense in the Matewan battle 
trial will rest shortly when connsel 
for the 17 defendants informed the 
prosecution that the state’s rebut- 
tal witnesses should be called to 
Williamson as soon as possible. 
J. J. Coniff, defense attorney, who 
made the announcement, could not 
say definitely whether his side 
would rest before Monday next, but 
he indicated that the end of the wit- 
ness list was in sight. 

Shortly after the defense served 
the notice upon the state, Judge RK 
D. Bailey announced that the usual 
noon adjournment on Saturdays 
would be dispensed with hereafter. 

The most sensational testimony 
of the day was given by Herman 
Moss, who said*he was an eye-wit- 
ness of the. start of the fight in 
Which ten Men met death. Moss 
told the jury that Isaac Brewer, a 
former defendant who turned 
State’s evidence, had killed Albert 
Felts, a Baldwin detective. He add- 
ed that he had not told this de- 
tail to the grand jury which re- 
turned the indictments because 
“they led me away from that point.” 
Brewer, who previously testified, 
told the jury that he turned state’s 
evidence because he had learned 
that certain parties would testify 
that he killed the Baldwin man. 

Several witnesses were called to- 
day to testify on the question of a 
warrant which Felts had on the day 
of the battle for the arrest of Sid 
Hatfield, chief of police of Matewan 
and a defendant. Previously the 
state sought to show that the war- 
rant presented in court was not the 
Original issued by ‘WSquire R. R. 
Stafford. County Clerk Riley Var- 
ney, Who said he was familiar with 
Mr. Stafford’s signature, examined 
the warrant and said that in his 
opinion Squire A. B. Hatfield has 
issued the paper and signed Staf- 
ford’s name. Squire Hatfield testi- 
fied that an agreement existed be- 
tween himself and Stafford under 
which he was empowered to sign 
Stafford’s name to official papers. 
He said the agreement did not re- 
late to warrants; but to writs of 
attachment. The warrant in ques- 
tion was not presented to Hatfield 
for his examination. 

Several men who said that they. 
were eye-witnesses of the battle 
testified today. Jim Webb said that 
Albert Felts fired at Mayor C. C. 
Testerman while the two men were 
discussing the warrant for Sid Hat- 
field. He added that Felts then 
fired into the doorway of a hard- 
ware store and that a moment later 
the’ Baldwin men fell wounded fa- 
tally. When asked by counsel for 
the state why he did not tell the 
grand jury that he saw Isaac Brew- 
er fire a shot, Webb replied hat 
he did not nt to see Brewer in- 
dicted.

“It has been clearly developed,” 
the resolution said, “that it is the 
sense of this conference that, in 
the event President Harding does 
not induce the packers to maintain 
the 8-hour work day and return to 
a compliance with the agreement 
entered into with the United States 
department of labor, we should 
unanimously and effectively resist 
a return to the ten-hour day, wage 
reductions and other barbaric con- 
ditions they seek to impose upon 
us. 

The resolution instructs the ex- 
ecutive board to “immediately ar- 
range for the taking of a referen- 
dum on the question of a strike, 
su a vote to be taken as nearly 
as possible on the same day in al] 
the packing house centers on a uni- 
form ballot.” ’ 

Text of Ballot. 

This ballot, Secretary Lane said, 
would read as follows: 

“Do you favor and authorize a 
strike in the event that the govern- 
ment or our organization is unable 
to induce the packers to maintain 
the eight-hour ‘work day and com- 
pliance with the agreement entered 
into with the Tlnited States depart- 
ment of labor?” 

The vote will be taken by all 

union members in the five large 
packing plants and all independent 
Plants which have adhered to the 
larger Plants’ policies, Mr. Lane 
said, 
If thé referendum vote author- 
izes a strike, the date and all other 
details will be determined by the 
executive board. No more delay 
than “a sensible handling of the 
situation requires,” was asked in 
takine the referendum and putting 
the result into effect.

“A 
survey of the packing plants indi- 
cates that the irdividual employees 
understand the situation and do not 
want to be forced into idleness or 
to be asked to fo on strike. The 
union leaders who are. talking 
strike do not represent 25 per cent 
of the packing plants’ employees.

HOOVER WARNS 


Co-operation Needed to 
Combat *Lower Living 
Standards, Declares New 


Secretary of Commerce. }|_ 


BY JOHN GLEISSNER,- 
United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington. March 10.—A warn- 
ing that America must increase her 
national efficiency, if she is to 
meet the “militant commercial in- 
vasion” of Europe, and at the same 
time maintain her high standards 
of living, has been issued by Sec- 
retary of Commerce Hoover, his 
first detailed statement regarding 
preposed development of his depart- 
ment. 

Hoover said fundamental adjust- 
ments are necessary in industry, 
commerce and government, if suc- 
cessful recovery is to be made from 
the economic difficulties inherited 
from the war. Co-operation is need- 
ed from ajl quarters, and better 
governmental machinery is needed 
to assist in the solution, Hoover ar- 
gued. 

While concerned with his own de- 
partment and its functions, Hoover 
outlined a program- which would af- 
fect every part of the economic 
organization of the nation. 


Lower Standard Faced. 

“In the long run we may as well 
realize that we must face a lower 
standard of living in Europe many 
years ahead,” said the secretary. 
“The production costs of her peo- 
ple will, in consequence, be lower 
than even before the war. 

“If we meét this competition, and 
still maintain our high standards 
of living, we will have to work 
harder; we will have to eliminate 
waste; we will need to still further 
improve our processes, our labor re- 
lationship and business methods. 

“If we would so improve our na- 
tional efficiency and our foreign 
trade, we must consider our trans- 
Portation, both railway, water and 
marine, as one system directed to 
Serve the nation as a whole. The 
development of certain trade routes 


through our mercantile marine as 
the real extension of our inland 
transportation; the improvement of | 
great waterways; the opening of 
the Great Lakes to ocean-going ves- 
sels; the development of great elec- 
trification of our power  neces- 
sities,,and the handling of our la- 
bor readjustment by moderate men 
on both sides are all problems that 
have a fundamental bearing on the 
recovery in cofMmmerce and on our 
ability to compete.
